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NEWSROOM NOTES — It has 
become a cliche to say that ours 
is an “ instant” society. But it’s 
a fact that we live on instant 
coffee and tea. instant food, and 
seek instant happiness and in­ 
stant cures for our ills. So it’s 
only natural that, ever since 
drugs made the scene in a big 
way, we’ve been searching for 
an “ instant” solution to this 
problem, too. 
In recent years, drug educa­ 
tion programs have spourted 
and multiplied in school sys­ 
tems from coast to coast. 


“ Barents and educators 


hope that education about 
drugs will reduce the problem 
by turning 
students 
away 


from the danger. However, 
initial programs geared to 
this goal have met with little 
success,” So says Dr. Donald 
YYolk of the University of 
Bridgeport (Conn.) in “ Drugs 
and Youth.” a pamphlet on 
drug education issued by the 
National Council for the So­ 
cial Studies— an affiliate of 
the National Education Asso­ 
ciation. 


Many schools have drug edu­ 
cation programs that amount to 
little more than occasional as­ 
semblies, often highlighted by a 
film on drug abuse. A teacher, 
after watching such an antidrug 
movie, wrote: 
“ They (the students) watch a 
film on drugs, with chilling hor­ 
ror music, that flashes names of 
drugs across the screen and 
shows a young man wrecking 
his car after just a few puffs of 
marijuana. They hoot at the 
film, which was prepared by 
adults, and declare that 
its 
scare tactics are naive for any­ 
one past the fifth grade.” 


In u research project con­ 
ducted by students of Schrei- 
ber High School of Port YY’ash- 
ington, 
N.Y. 
(reported 
by 


YYolk in "Drugs and Youth"), 
current drug education pro­ 
grams of that school were 
found to have little effect on 
the use of narcotics. The sur­ 
vey found that students "who 
had received drug education 
did not use drugs any less or 
fear them significantly more 


jytoe. 


than those w ho had not." 
The report 
continues: 
“ Of 
those who had completed the. 
health course (which included 
drug education), 41 per cent 
were found to be drug users on 
the General Drug Use scale, 
while 39 per cent of those who 
had not completed Health fell 
into the User group. The fact 
that these percentages are 
nearly equal demonstrates the 
lack of an effect of the Health 
course on General Drug use.” 
It is interesting that the stu­ 
dent survey found a slightly 
higher drug use among students 
who had been exposed to drug 
education 
programs 
than 
among those who had not. In a 
no-holds-barred rap session of 
Georgia high school students 
and school officials some time 
ago, one student said: 


“ YY’e only have 650 enrolled 


in my school, and until last 
year none of us had heard of 
any of the students taking 
drugs. Then we had a three- 
hour seminar on drugs, and 
since then we have had three 
or four court cases in which 
students had been caught us­ 
ing drugs. 
“ I don’t think lecturing about 
the evils of drugs will help the 
matter because— well, every 
Sunday the preacher peaches a 
sermon in church. But 
who 
hears him? If we talk about 
problems we aren’t necessarily 
solving problems." 
How can the drug-education 
programs be improved? 
YVolk points out that to devel­ 
op an effective drug education 
program, it is necessary to un­ 
derstand why young people get 
“ hooked” in the first place. The 
Schreiber study, in surveying 
students on why they took to 
drugs, found: 


There’s a relationship be­ 
tween 
parental 
drinking, 


smoking, and pill-taking hab­ 
its at home, and drug use 
among children. Offspring of 
parents who are heavy drink­ 
ers have the highest incidence 
of taking up the drug habit. 


Many drug users were also

SPA CE C EN TER . Houston— Apollo 15’s 
two surface explorers separated from their 
mothership and lined up their landing craft, 
Falcon, in orbit and a bold descent tonight to 
the mountain regions of the moon. 
David R. Scott and James B. Irwin un­ 
hooked the lunar module from the command 
ship Endeavour piloted by Alfred M. Worden 
on Apollo 15’s 12th swing around the moon. 
Two orbits earlier, the astronauts shifted 
slightly higher to set Falcon up for the landing 
approach. The final descent was to start at 
(5:03 p.m. E I)T with the momentous landing 


expected 12 minutes later. 
The 
moon-circling 
explorers 
today 
beamed to earth a striking televised picture 
of the mountain-ringed site where they plan to 
land later in the day and then boosted their 
spaceship into a slightly higher orbit to help 
assure a pinpoint touchdown 
As the spaceship zipped within 30,000 feet 
of the peaks of the Apennine Mountains, tele­ 
vision viewers caught a brief glimpse of the 
rough terrain and knew why Scott and Irwin 
will be attempting the riskiest landing yet on 
the lunar surface. 
During the night the low' point of the space­ 


ship orbit had dropped because ot lunar grav­ 
ity from 11.5 to about 8 miles. Mission Control 
calculated that a higher altitude would be 
more favorable for the engine ignition that 
would start Falcon to the surface. 
The exact height of the Apennines is not 
known and the astronauts want to clear the 
peaks by about 7.000 feet as they come in for 
the landing. 
Officials said this was a consideration in 
deciding to raise the orbit. So the astronauts 
fired jet thrusters for 20 seconds to adjust the 
low point to 11.8 miles. 
For 14 minutes, Scott, Irwin and Alfred M 


Worden pointed their TV camera out the win­ 
dow as Apollo 15 swooped like a roller coaster 
from the high point of its orbit, 65 miles, down 
to about seven miles and then zipped up 
again. The low point was right over the land­ 
ing site. 
The pass over the landing site at the base 
of the mountains was brief. They almost 
missed it as Scott moved the camera from one 
window' to another for a better view. 
Scott. Irwin and Worden got their first look 
at the mountains and a preview of what would 
be ahead Thursday shortly after they fired 
into orbit. 


Worst air disaster in history 
162 feared dead as 
Japanese planes collide 


Offer too stingy, 
say steelworkers 
Rail leaders 
meet with Nixon 


TOKYO (A P) — A Japanese 
jetliner with 162 persons aboarc 
and a Japanese jet fighter col­ 
lided over northern Japan to 
day and crashed in what ap­ 
peared to be the worst disaster 
in aviation history. 
The pilot of the F86F fighter 
parachuted to safety, but the 
national police said there was 
little or no hope of any survi­ 
vors from the Boeing 727 air­ 
liner 
The airline. All Nippon Air­ 
ways. said only one foreigner 
was aboard the big jet, the 
American flight engineer, Donn 
M. Carpenter of Detroit, Mich. 
He had been flying for the line 
since February 1970. 
By nightfall, the police said 
56 bodies had been recovered in 
a mountainous area about 3(K) 
miles northeast of Tokyo. 
A piece of the tail section of 
the plane was found, and the 
bodies recovered were badly 
mangled 
Shortly alter dark­ 
ness fell, national police said 
other parts of the airliner, in­ 


cluding a piece of the fuselage, 
had been found. 
Search and rescue workers 
planned to push through the 
rough terrain throughout the 
night in the virtually hopeless 
search for survivors. 
The air self-defense 
force 
said it had ordered a tempora­ 
ry halt in training flights while 
the investigations are going on. 
The airliner was on an after­ 
noon flight from Kokkaido, Ja ­ 
pan’s northernmost main is­ 
land, to Tokyo. It had 155 pas- 
sengers-including a 10-month- 
old baby—and a crew of seven 
aboard, the line said. 
Most of the passengers were 
returning from a tour spon­ 
sored by the Yoshiwara Ber­ 
eaved Family Association, com­ 
posed of relatives of soldiers 
killed in World War II. 
All Nippon Airways said it re­ 
ceived an emergency signal 
from the airliner and then con­ 
tact was lost. 
A military spokesman said 
the lighter broke into pieces. 


but the pilot managed to bail 
out He was taken to a hospital 
and was found to be uninjured, 
the spokesman said. 
The pilot of a fighter in the 
area reported that he saw the 
two planes plunging toward the 
earth from an altitude of about 
26,000 feet. He said they were 
trailing smoke and then dis­ 
appeared. 
Officials of the airline said 
the weather was clear at the 
time. 


It was Japan’s second airline 
crash this month. On July 3. a 
locally built YS11 of the Japa 
nese TOA Airlines crashed into 


a mountain in the northern part 
of the country, killing all 68 
persons aboard. 
The world’s worst previous 
aviation disaster was the crash 
of a Venezuelan DC9 on March 
16, 
1969, 
off 
Maracaibo, 
in 
which 155 persons were killed. 


Japan’s worst previous crash 
occurred on Feb. 4, 1966, when 
another All Nippon Boeing 727 
crashed into Tokyo Bay, killing 
133 persons. In the next month 
two other airliners one flown 
by Canadian Pacific and one by 
BOAC crashed in the Tokyo 
area, bringing the toll within 31 
(lavs to 321 dead

It is co mmo n practice fo r White 
Ho use and State Department o f­ 
ficials to leak classified do cuments 
and secret fo reig n intellig ence when 
it suits their purpo se. Fo r instance, 
the Administratio n recently sur­ 
faced intellig ence warning s o f new 
So v iet missile sites to help g enerate 
suppo rt fo r military budg et items. 
Ev en so , the adm inistratio n 
keeps reaso nably tig ht co ntro l o v er 
the number o f o fficials who hav e 
access to CIA intellig ence and who 
hav e permissio n to leak selected 
secrets at the appro priate mo ments. 
Co ng ress has no such co ntro l o v er its 
members, and o dds that an in­ 
div idual co ng essman mig ht make a 
g riev io us erro r in judg ment abo ut 
what is safe to make public are no t 
inco nsiderable. 


Ecological cure effects 


The eco lo g ical cure can, so me­ 
times, be wo rse than the disease. 
A g raphic illustratio n is what 
happened in Suffo lk Co unty , N.Y., 
last y ear. To prev ent an o utbreak o f 
g y psy mo ths, o fficials wanted to 
apply two po unds o f Sev in, a sub­ 
stitute fo r DDT, per acre. But 
anitipesticide g ro ups blo cked its 
use. 
Later, when the tree caterpillars 
were ev ery where, an irate public 
caused the co unty to undertake a 
spray pro g ram. By then, ho wev er, it 
was necessary to use 10 to 2 0 po unds 
o f Sev in per acre, much o f the g y psy 
mo th damag e had been do ne and 
co ntro l o f the insect was unsatisfac­ 
to ry . 
And, 
acco rding 
to 
Co rnell 
U niv ersity pesticide ex pert Dr. 
James E. Dewey , the env iro nmental 
impact o f 10 to 2 0 po unds o f the 
chemical per acre was far g reater 
than just fiv e o r 10 times the impact 
o f two po unds. 
It seem s, he say s, a po o r way to 
reduce the effect o f pesticides o n the 
env iro nment. 
In ano ther area, there is no ques­ 
tio n that run-o ff o f ag ricultural 
fertilizers co ntributes to po llutio n o f 
water supplies. Here ag ain, the 
o bv io us 
so lutio n 
is 
to 
sto p 
o r 
drastically curtail the use o f fertiliz­ 
ers. 
No t so , say s Frank Viets Jr., 
chief so il scientist fo r the U.S. 
Department o f Ag riculture’s so il 
and water co nserv atio n labo rato ry 
at Fo rt Co llins, Co lo . Restricting 
fertilizer use so that we wo uld hav e 
to ex pand o ur cro pland base wo uld 
be a natio nal disaster, he warns. 
Instead, he say s, farmers sho uld 
use mo re, no t less, fertilizer o n their 
best fields to realize to p y ields. That 
way they can co ncentrate o n land 
that is least subject to ero sio n and 
retire po o rer land to less intensiv e 
use. 
.He po ints* o ut -that *he g reat 


strides made in ero sio n co ntro l and 
in increased ag ricultural pro duc­ 
tiv ity during the past 2 0 y ears hav e 
let farmers retire mo re than 50 
millio n acres to g rass o r less inten­ 
siv e use. He predicts that by further 
intensify ing ag riculture, they can 
retire ano ther 2 0 millio n acres. 
But the call fo r drastic cures and 
a return to a simpler, mo re “ na­ 
tural” life g o es o n. 
Americans hav e simply g o t to 
sto p co nsuming and po lluting , say s 
g eneticist Dr. H. Russel Hulett o f 
Stanfo rd Medical Scho o l. Co nserv a­ 
tio n educatio n must be co nducted so 
intensely that it pro duces almo st a 
“ relig io us” co nv ersio n” in students, 
he urg es. 
As an ex ample o f a targ et fo r this 
“ relig io us” zeal, since fo ssil fuels 
are the base o f o ur co nsumptio n and 
o ur po llutio n, he reco mmends co n­ 
tinued pressure fo r repeal o f the o il 
depletio n allo wance. 
This wo uld as effectiv ely end the 
drilling o f o il as an o utrig ht pro hibi­ 
tio n. Fuel prices wo uld sky ro cket, 
peo ple mig ht freeze in the winter, 
the auto m o bile industry co uld 
co llapse and hundreds o f tho usands 
be thro wn o ut o f wo rk—but at least 
there wo uld be no po llutio n and 
Americans wo uldn’t be wasting o il 
any mo re. 
Obv io usly , there are limits to o ur 
fo ssil fuels, o ur minerals, o ur land 
and water and air. We must ev en­ 
tually 
dev elo p 
mo re 
permanent 
so urces o f energ y , such as so lar o r 
ato mic energ y , and recy cle all o ur 
natural 
reso urces in 
a . ratio nal 
sy stem. 
But o nly techno lo g y can pro v ide 
us with the means whereby we can 
do 
this, 
and 
at 
present 
o ur 
eco no m y — 
and 
hence 
o ur 
techno lo g y —is g eared to wasteful 
co nsumptio n. 
Sto pping 
the 
m achine 
o f 
techno lo g y will no t preserv e the fu­ 
ture. It will simply fo reclo se it.

S P R IN G F IE L D . 111. (A P) - 
An appropriation of $200 million 
has been approved by Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie for con­ 
struction of sewage treatment 
works and plants to dispose of 
solid wastes in communities 
around the state. 
Ogilvie announced the signing 
of the 
bill 
without 
fanfare 
Wednesday, although it was a 
major plank in his environmen­ 
tal protection campaign and in­ 
volved a battle in the General 
Assembly. 
Most of the money will come 
from $70« million in bonds ap­ 
proved in a statewide referen­ 
dum Nov. 3. 
Combined with federal funds, 
the money will be doled out by 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency to towns and cities in 
Illinois over the course of the 
next fiscal year. 
The bill signed by Ogilvie ap­ 
propriates funds raised through 
the sale of $200 million in bonds 
approved by the legislature. At 
first, Democrats contended that 
$80 million was ample for the 
needs of Illinois, but they re­ 
lented 
after 
Republicans 
pledged to sell only an initial 
$100 million and the rest in two 
$50-million batches. 
Administration 
planners 
frequently have said such sew­ 
age treatment plants should get 
first priority in the state’s anti­ 
pollution campaign to prevent 
the 
seepage 
of 
dangerous 
wastes into rivers and streams. 
With Wednesday’s action, a 
total of 471 of the 1,839 bills 


the 
recent General 
session have been 
given final approval by the gov­ 
ernor. 
Ogilvie also has vetoed 
11 measures, vetoed parts of 
six, reduced the appropriations 
in eight, partially vetoed and 
cut the appropriation in four 
others and returned one to the 
House. 


In bill action Wednesday, the 
governor signed into law meas­ 
ures: 
—Creating a division of risk 
management in the department 
of insurance, which on a $90,000 
budget, will coordinate land 
and insurance buying and seek 
ways of bringing local govern­ 
ments into a centralized plan of 
purchasing insurance. 
—Giving the department of 
general services authority to 
buy auto liability insurance for 
state employes and permitting 
it to get coverage for those who 
drive state vehicles but lack 
their own insurance. 
—Exempting 
“ penny 
gum- 
ball’’ machines from the state 
sales tax. 
—Allowing local 
governments to deduct credit 
union 
payments 
from 
pay 
checks of employes if they re­ 
quest it. 
—Appropriate $325,000 to the 
space needs commission for 
contingencies and purchase of 
property near the Illinois State- 
house. The commission allots 
working space to government 
agencies and other groups that 
need offices in the Statehouse 
or other state buildings.

Parents, if you wish to under­ 
stand why your teen-agers 
adopt the drug habit or riot 
against the best economic sys­ 
tem in history, then listen to Dr.

In his textbook he mentions 
the “ transitory nature of in­ 
stinct.” 
As an illustration thereof he 
mentioned that after hen eggs 
hatch, the baby chicks have a 
48-hour instinct to follow' the 
first moving object they see. 
Since this usually is the moth­ 
er hen, they develop the habit of 
trotting close behind her. 
But if they were incubator 
chicks, they might follow the 
man or woman who operated 
the hatchery. 
However, said Dr. James, 
this instinct to follow disap­ 
pears within 48 hours, for it is 
transitory. 
Then a contrasting instinct 
reaches its zenith and the baby 
chicks flee from any new mov­ 
ing objects in their surround­ 
ings. 
But the habit of following the 
mother hen is now' so well in­ 
grained that the chicks trot af­ 
ter mamma, but run away from 
all else. 
Similarly, by the early teens 
children reach a natural period 
in their growth where they ex­ 
perience missionary zeal. 
They want to make the world 
a better place in which to live. 
They actually hunger to reach 
out a helping hand to unfortun­ 
ates and remake the social or­ 
der. 
If caught at this crucial time, 
as 
by 
having 
them 
attend 
church summer camps or thrill­ 
ing church revivals (like those 
of Billy Graham), they flock in 
vast numbers in the right direc­ 
tion. 
But if lazy or thoughtless par­ 
ents stress Country Clubbing 
and golf during this transitory 
stage of zealous idealism, their 
impressionable teen-agers may 
become iconoclasts. 
If a fervent 
anti-establish­ 
ment orator then captures their 
attention by his wordy espousal 
of how' to do good with somebo­ 
dy else’s money (it is generally 
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BUG LANTERNS 
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the taxpayer’s) then these 
“ flotsam” youth suddenly feel 
exhilarated at becoming active 
members of the “ cause.”

Dear Dr. Lamb— Can you 
please tell me how the doctor 
pinpoints ovulation in order to 
help a woman become pregnant 
more quickly? How would a 32- 
day cycle affect 
the 
time? 
Would ovulation occur at the 
same times as a 28-day cycle? If 
a man had a slightly lower 
sperm count, could it take long­ 
er for a woman to become preg­ 
nant, even knowing the time of 
ovulation? 
Dear Reader— There are sev­ 
eral ways to pinpoint ovulation. 
Taking the body temperature 
each morning before getting up 
will show a continuous drop in 
temperature to the time of ovu­ 
lation, then a steep rise of 0.8 
degree. The temperature stays 
at that level until menstruation 
begins. Usually ovulation oc­ 
curs 14 days before the men­ 
strual period, but there is a wide 
variation. Some women have 
conceived just before or just af­ 
ter their period. 
Yes, if the sperm count is on 
the low side, it often takes more 
effort to induce pregnancy. It is 
a simple matter of the more 
sperm cells there are, the more 
likely one will connect with the 
ova. There are measures that 
can be taken to help increase 
the sperm count in some people. 
Abstinence of three or four days 
before ovulation helps build up 
the amount 
of sperm 
cells 
stored and may help. It is a bit 
like the days of the American 
Revolution, when ammunition 
was in short supply and our sol­ 
diers w-ere cautioned, “ Don’t

D C., 
questioned juv enile addicts, 
nearly two-thirds said they first 
took heroin because of the influ­ 
ence of friends. Interestingly 
enough, few cited influence of 
friends in making decisions to 
quit the habit 
Some drug users hav e giv en 
boredom as a reason for ex ­ 
p erimenting with narcotics. 
It is obv ious that merely tell­ 
ing y oung p eop le about drugs is 
not going to solv e the addiction 
p roblem 
Drug education p ro­ 
gram s must include a much 
wider scop e, aimed at solv ing 
p roblems that cause y oung p eo­ 
p le to ex p eriment with narcot­ 
ics— or through which they seek 
an “instant” cure for a “p ainful 
ex istence.” 
The Stamford (Conn.) Public 
School guide on drug education 
p uts it this way : “ Drug abuse is 
an a c t; a behav ior; and as such 
should be fully inv estigated and 
understood by the students. The 
reasons for one’s actions, there­ 
fore. should become an imp or­ 
tant p art of drug education with 
its focal p oint being an under­ 
standing and ap p reciation of the 
self.”

While gov ernor, he ap p ointed 
members to the Illinois Racing 
Board, which licenses racet­ 
rack op erators and sets dates 
for racing meets. 
The newsp ap ers rep orted that 
although Kerner rep orted the 
racetrack p rofit on his 1967 tax 
return, Atty . Gen. John N. Mit­ 
chell is weighing ev idence to 
determine whether to seek an 
indictment. 
The p ap ers said Kerner re­ 
p orted the p rofit as a cap ital 
gain rather than as regular in­ 
come and as a result p aid a 
considerably lower tax . 
The grand jury is deliber­

Priests move from politics to disobedience 
They ’ll Do It Ev ery Time

Robert F. Drinan, a 
Jesu it and the first Catholic 
priest elected to Congress as a 
v oting member, say s of Catho­ 
lics generally : ‘‘It seems they 
really d on’t want the Chu rch 
formu lating pu blic morality .” 
The Rev . Neil McLau ghlin, a 
Baltimore priest ind icted on 


charges that he plotted with 
others to kid nap presid ential 
ad v iser Henry A. Kissinger as 
a tactic to su pport peace in 
Vietnam, say s: 
‘‘P riests and 
nu ns mu st become m ore in­ 
v olv ed .” 
The Rev . Carl Lezak, a Chi­ 
cago priest activ e in precinct 
politics, say s: ‘‘You will see 
m ore priests in politics and this 
is com m entary on the crisis in 
lead ership in ou r society .”
